A LETTER GOES TO WASHINGTON 


Mannesmann Peopfe Feel That Their 


Business Within a Few Weeks 


Will Warrant Keeping the 


Office Where It Now Is. 


The people of Zylonite are not pleased 


with the idea of losing their postoffice. 
In fact the aentiment there is strongly 
opposed to it, and especially the Mannes- 
mann people, who now have sent a. pro- 
test to Washington setting forth with a 
ffooddealof justice their reasons for be- 
ing opposed to receiving mail tint twice a 
day. We here print this protesting letter, 
which shows something oftheMannes- 
nann people's plans aa well as their oppo- 
sition to the removal of the postoffice: 


ADAMS, June 7,1897. 


To THE HON. JAMES A. GARY, P. M. G., 


Post Office Department, Washington, D. 
O.—Dear Sir:—We understand that it is 
the intention of the United States Post 
Office department, 
to discontinue the 


poetaffice at Zylonite, Mass,, where our 
plant is located, and consolidate the office 
with the large one located at Adams, 
Mass. 


Zylonite is nart of the town of Adams, 


but is located come three miles distant 
from the postoffioe at Adams. We under- 
stand It ia part of your program to make 
two deliveries by carrier per day in this 
distant part of the town. Our postmaster, 
James P. Ferguson, has shown ua a copy 
of the postal laws and regulations, and 
we see by section 392, that the discontinu- 
ance of postoffices comefl directly under 
your jurisdiction. 
The purpose of this letter is to aik, if 


yon cannot see your way clear to allow 
the post-office at Zylonite to continue as 
heretofore. The plant which we are now 
occupying had been standing idle for 
some five years, when we took possession 
on April 1, 1896. For the past year we 
have been remodeling the plant, and have 
not therefore been engaged in active co: 
respondence with the outside world, as 
we shortly expect to be. 


The construction of our plant is now 


practically completed and we hope in 
two weeks more time to be actively eu- 
gaged in manufacturing aiid shipping. It 
would naturally be a great convenience to 
our townspeople, as well as ourselves, if 
the postoffice department should allow 


tie postoffice at Zylonite to remain. If 
oil were taken, we feel persuaded that 
he village of Zylonite would vote as a 
nit to petition the postofflce department 
o allow the postoffice at Zylonite to re- 
aain, rather than have the mail delivered 
ty carriers from Adams so far away. 
We feel sure thai the business of our 
iwn works will within a very short time 
aise the amount of business 200 per cent, 
jver what it has been in the past, and our 
lostmastor, James P. Ferguson, assures 
,s that our Zelonite postoffice has run 
very little behind in the receipts as com- 
pared to the expenditures.

considered 
hta case, 


thereby giving- him no opportunity to 
prove his innocence. 


Third—He was. kept "Incommunicado" 


tn a solitary cell for 315 hours, in vio- 
lation of hia treaty rights, which limit 
such confinement to 72 hours. 


Fourth—He died from congestion of 


the brain, produced by a blow on the 
top of his head. 


Fifth—There are two theories con- 


nected with the wound on the head. 
One that in a state of mental excite- 
ment he ran across the cell, as described 
b> one o£ the jailers, and butted his 
head on the door in a frantic effort to 
get out. 
Another that he was struck 


over the head with one of the clubs car- 
ried by the jailers—by the immediate 
watchman—who had probably ordered 
him to cease his cries for relief and for 
Ins children, and upon his not doing so, 
struck him ^ith more force than he had 
intended, or it being possible the blow 
was delivered to make him confess or 
gtve evidence against others. 


It is possible he went mad, and many 


;a uses combined to produce such a result. 


His know'adge of his own innocence— 


tls confinement irtal gloomy cell, where 
he was not allowed to communicate with 
family or friends—or to send or write. 
Alone, all alone, the thought doubtless 
impressed itsplf upon his mind that he 
was liable in the reign of terror then ex- 
isting Jn and around Guanabacoa to be 
summarily executed at any moment. 
He loved his wife and children, and In 
the darkness and lonllness of his cell he 
was constantly crying out for them. 
The thought that they were but a few- 
rods away and yet he might never see 
them again or hear the sound of their 
voices or feel the touch of their lips and 
hands maddened him and proved too 
much for the mind of the distracted and 
unhappy man, and I thought it not im- 
probable, as the long hours passed by, it 
may have given way and left him a. mad- 
man. His wife says his derby hat was 
nil battered up and his clothes greatly 


I torn when returned to her. 


But whether, when bereft of reason, 


I he inflicted the blows \vhirh produced 


1 brain congestion, or whether he died at 
! the hands of others, the truth \\ III prob- 


ably only be known when the hearts of 
all are revealed—the fact remains, his 
unjust confinement killed him, and had 
he been released from incommunicado 
by the tjand of man at the end of 72 
hours the hand of death might not ha\-ie 
released htm at the end of 315 hours, and 
today the widow vould have had the 
support of her husband and the moans 
of his fatherless children would never 
have beon heard tn the land. 


I, therefore, conclude, saying, as I have 


done in all previous reports about this 
case, that whether Dr. Ruiz killed him- 
self or was killed by some one else, will, 
under existing- conditions, always re- 
main unknown.

the mill tax propositioi for school pur- 
poses. We have been a*ked several times 
what the mill tax pro >osition is, and so 
bere explain. The fm damental idea of 
tbe scheme is ibe equali -ation of taxation 
for school purposes; a te c ot one mill to be 
imposed upon every f 000 of valuation 
wherever found and pi id Into the state 
treasury; it is then distri luted to the var- 
ious cities and towns in proportion to the 
number of pupils eac i reports. 
The 


•mount of such total tax in Massachusetts 
would be something over $2,500,000, this 
would yield about $3 per pupil in the dis- 
tribution. A town whi •«> valuation was 
fl,600,000 and 200 pupils would receive tb& 
full amount it paid, bu - a town with the 
same number of pupils t nd only half the 
assessed valuation, wo ild receive about 
$800 more for school pur poses than it con- 
tributed to the fund to 1 e divided. 


The theory is that th( burden of tax- 


ation for the support of schools falls most 
heavily upon the p<x rer communities, 
tbe rural towns without manufacturing or 
commercial valuation a id that as educa- 
tional training is lor he common good, 
there should justly be something of an 
evening up. 
In Mas lachusetta for in* 


stance it is figured out that the city of 
Boston would have lost under such a law 
had it been in eflect las. year $475,411 and 
there are thirty-four other cities and 
towns in which the bah .ace would be upon 
the same side. 


Governor Wolcott wi 1 be urged to in- 


terpose his veto, while f the law shall at 
length reach the statute books, it will 
undoubtedly proceed or the courts to 
pass upon its constitute Duality .

If a newspaper 
publishes statement < which are unjust to 
any person, it does a-, at it* own peril, hut 
nnder no circumsta ices should the re- 
porters be compel >ed to disclose the 
sources of the infor oatipn they furnish. 
That is an establish' d and indispensable 
rule of journalism,at d newspaper readers 
would be the cuief si fferers by the upset- 
ting of it.

Make these ingredients into a 
eoCi dough, with sweet milk; roll out 
and bake in three Jelly pans. Mash two 
quarts of strawberries and sweeten them 
veil. "VVhon the cakes, are done 1ft the 
first and third ones remain whole, but 
split the second one. and then r-pread the 
crushed berries between each layer and 
over the top. If a richer pake is desired 
pile whli*>?d cream over the top layei. 


Have you *ver served strawberries tn 


clear.jelly? Well they are mopt appetizing 
In this way. The dish la called 


JELLIED STRAWBERRIES, 


and they are prepared as follows Make 
a clear lemon jelly from gelatine, ac- 
cording to the rules given "on every 
package.' Use a flaring dish or bowl, it j 
you have no jelly mould. Set it in a dish 
of cracked ice or veiy cold water, and 
pour a littie of the jelly in it; \\henthis j 
is cold, or "set" lay a circle oC unbroken i 
berries over the surface; then pour on a ' 
little more oE the jellj , entirely covering j 
the strawberries. Let it stiffen until it j 
will support another layer of the fruit, 1 
and continue this until the dish is full. I 
Let It become very firm, then pour out on ' 
a fancy plate and serve. It is one of the j 
prettiest d-ishes imaginable. Whipped 
cream or soft boiled custard poured 
around is a dainty addition.

STRAWBERRY TRIFLE, 


but is no trifle, if looked at from an ap- 
petizing point, is made from one stale 
sponge cake sliced, tcur eggs, the whites 
and yolks beaten separately, four cups 
ot milk, one cup of su gar, and three pints 
of fresh strawberries. Scald the milk, 
beat in the sugar and egg yolks, and 
cook until it thicken*. Set away to cool. 
Cover the bottom oif a glass dish with 
Sliced cake, wet with the cold custard, 
and strew with berries. Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar, cover with cake, wet 
with the cuatard, th~n put on more ber- 
ries, and so on until the dish Is full. Pour 
In the balance of the custard, beat the 
whites of the egg's'to a meringue with a 
tablespoonful of poxvdered sugar, heap 
on the top, and place a few of the choice 
berries in star design on the white mound. 
Serve soon after putting in the berries. 
This Is an excellent way to use up pieces 
of stale cak ,.

it in the kettle and let it come to a boil, 
and remove the scum as it rises; then 
put in the berries with the greatest care, 
so that they may not be crushed. As 
soon as they come thoroughly to a boil 
put them in warm jars and seal tight 
while boiling Jiot. Keep in a dry, cool 
placo, be.cb.use I'm sure they will spoil 
if kept in a dark, Jamp cellar.

THE PAVING QUESTION DISCUSSED 


Councilman Hamer Prominent in Talk. 


Sullivan Brothers' Petition as to 


Their New Block Refused. 


Other Matters Settled. 


The council met Monday evening, 16 


answering to the roll call. 
President 


Brace well and Cleric Brooker were both 
present. 


The first business was a. communication; 


from the mayor recommending that Dr. 
J. H. Matte's petition asking that he 
have deeded to him at a reasonable fig- 
ure a small triangle ol land, a part of the 
library property, which now is objec- 
tionable to the docto? because not being 
used, is a catch-all for rubbish, adjoining 
his premises. 


The petition was referred to the nuance 


committee. 


Another communication from the may- 


or was then read recommending the pav- 
ing of Marshall street with granite blocks 
and the furnishfng of curbings. A peti- 
tion was also read praying for auch pave- 
ment and curbing, signed by owners abut- 
ting: Mrs. Angelme Owens, Arnold Print 
works, SaMpson Manufacturing com- 
pany, Thomas H. Sullivan, Robert Allen, 
D. A. Barcelou and Thomas Mulcare. The 
waiving of ali damages, signed by the 
abutting owners, was also read. 


Conncilman Wilkinson moved that the 


pavement be ordered as petitioned. 


Councilman Hamer asked how the work 


was to be done. How the blocks were to 
be laid and how expensive the work was 
to be. He moved that the council go into 
the committee of the whole. Mr, WHkin" 
son raised the point that the motion was 
out of order, an his motion was before the 
council. He said the mayor and city en- 
gineer and commissioner of public works 
had carefully examined all the details of 
this work. They are honest. They are 
as responsible to the people as is the 
council, and the order should be passed 
without forcing the executive officers to a 
minute questioning. 


Mr. Hamer had seen so much bad pav- 


ing in many cities that he thought the 
council could afford to investigate. Presi- 
dent BraceweH said the city officers were 
ready to appear and explain. Thereupon 
Mr. Hamer moved an amendment to Mr. 
Wilkinson's motion asking the eommis- 
ilouer of public works, city engineer and 
mayor to appear. These officers were in- 
vited in after 10 minutes fumbling of the 
.mendment. Mayor Houghton, Engineer 
Emigh and Commissioner Hunter ap- 
peared. 


Mr. Houghton was first asked to make 


explanation of what had been done. He 
said he knew the proposed work had 
been carefully gone over. The figures 
would have to be given by the other ex- 
ecutive officers present. He knew that 
the shatters, who must stand half the ex- 
pense, were anxious to have the work 
done. 


Commissioner Hunter said that it was 


the opinion of various city engineers vis- 
ited in adjoining cities (Troy and Spring- 
field ), that every city must experiment to 
determine whether vitrified brick or gran- 
ite blocks were better. 
The commis- 


sioner and engineer had recommended 
both in different parts of the city. Main 
street was recommended for brick. Mar- 
shall street was recommended for first 
paving because it was the easiest to go1 
ready for pavement. 


Engineer Emigh said he had most con- 


fidence in granite block for heavy traffic, 
such aa passed over Marshall street. Brick 
might do for Church street Granite on 
gravel would cost 50 cents more a square 
yard than brink, on concrete. A concrete 
foundation costs about 25 cents more a 
square yard than gravel foundation. 


Councilman Hamer here attempted to 


explain why "I have requested the exec- 
tive officers to come in." 
Here President 


Braoewell gave Mr. Hamer to understand 
those officer* came of their own free will 
and not because of Ur, Hamer'e request. 
Mr. Hamer then proceeded to uy that he 
wanted to know bow this pavement was 
to be made, laid and how much to paid, 
before money was to b» appropriated. 
Prea. Braoewell did not believe any ap- 
propriation was to be made,— that had 
been done weeks ago. 


la answer to a question of Mr. Hamer, 


Engineer Emigh said he had estimated 
the Marshall street pavement would cost 
between |12,000 and (13.000. He said there 
must b* some grade made to carry off 
surface water. The width -would be 30 
feet between curbings north of Center 
street and 27 feet between Center and 
Main streets. Mr. Hamer wanted an in- 
vestigation made by the city to see if the 
street could not be uniformly made 80 
feet wide. 
Here Mr. Wilkinson moved the passage 


of his motion to order the pavement done. 


The vote was then token, yea and, nay. 


It was a unanimous vote. 


The drawing of jurors for the June 


term of the superior court was brought 
up as unfinished business. The following 
names were drawn: George H. Damming, 
James R. White, William H.Turner, John 
Henry Cain, Albert C. Dick, Charles H. 
Warren. 
' 
H. G. Brown by petition prayed that he 


be allowed to use 1-2 Inch lead pipe as 
now in use instead of an iron pipe, as the 
board of health ordinance directs. He- 
ferred to committee on buildings. 


The New England Telephone company 


petitioned for a location of polea and 
wires in the city highways, naming sev- 
eral streets and for conduits and man- 
holes and wires underground. The .three 
petitions were referred to the committee 
on streets. 


The committee on streets asked for 


further time on the matter in its hands, 
and would report in two weeks. 


Councilman Whitaker reported from 


the committee on ordinances regarding ' 
the Sullivan building. The specifications 
for the Sullivan building were far floors 
sustaining lighter weights on the several 
floors than provided for in the city's ordi- 
nances. 
The weights allowed by the 


North Adams ordinances were the mini- 
mum, 
yet the difference was slight, and 


the committee would not recommend any 
change allowed as petitioned by the Sulli- 
van brothers. 
The fire protection re- 


quirements of the city's ordinances also, 
in the judgment of the committee, should 
be adhered to by all builders of first-claon 
blocks. The committee's report was ac- 
cepted and Sullivan brothers given leave 
to withdraw. 


Mr, Whitaker, as one of the committee 


on ordinances, recommended the adop- 
tion of several orders touching building 
and construction specifications and fire 
protection. The change recommended 
makes the distinction between first and 
seoond class buildings dependent on 70 
feet height instead of four stories as now. 
This would involve some change in condi- 
tions as to fire protection in new build- 
ings of four stories less than 70 feet high 
or buildings of four stories over 70 feet. 


A resolution aa to printing of manuals 


of the city ordinances for the use of the 
police was referred to the committee en 
printing. 


Mr. Wilkinson moved a resolution to 


the effect that the city solieitorbe allowed 
to employ assistant counsel in cases in 
which the city may be interested. Ap- 
proved. 


The council then adjourned till two 


weeks from last night, when the question 
of pavement for other than Marshal street 
will be considered,
